THE 


FRIENDS OF THE PRISONERS THREATENING 
THE RAILROAD OFFICIALS. 


An Interesting Anonymous Letter—Two 
More Arrests—Detectives Looking for 
Ex-Employes Implicated in the Combine 
—Operations of the Gang Extended to 
Other Roads—Early Trial of the Cases. 


PITTSBURG, Pa., April 13.—The accomplices 
of the railroad thieves are resorting to threats 
to intimidate the Panhandle road ofticials. 
Among the mall laid on Superintendent Tay- 
lor’s desk this morning was a letter in a dainty 
envelope.. It was addressed to Mr. Taylor, 
who opened it and found the following threat- 
ening missive: 

Don't make any more arrests, damn you, 
or we will cut your damn wires, and do it as 
often as we please. You can’t get us all and 
you had better let the matter drop. 

Dennison, O., April 12, 1887. 

Superintendent Taylor thinks he recognizes 
the handwriting and the man suspected will be 


This letter would indicate that the thieves 
have not all been captured and that the gang 
— well organized. The police are still work 
ing quietly on the case and some startling de- 
elopments are promised, but of what nature 
coma be surmised. 

Two more arrests were made ey after 
midnight, John Barth and C. W. Smith 
brakemen, supposed to be implicated in the 
robberies, were surprised at their homes. 
Barth was discharged from the Panhandle a 
short time ago and has since been working on 
the Baltimore & Ohio. Several 
and some new handkerchiefs, it is said, were 
found on the persons of the prisoners. 

A number of the accused who have been in- 
terviewed assert their innocence and give 
plausible explanations for the goods found in 
their possession.

The Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney stated to-day that it was the in- 
tention of the Grand-jury to finish the work 
laid out for this term next week, but if it 
seems better that the jury should hold 
over ten days in order to dispose~of the rail- 
road cases that will be done. He will be as- 
sisted in framing the indictments by the 
counsel for the railroad, but neither this 
work, nor in fact any can be done until after 
the cases are heard before the Aldermen.

‘WATCHING A SAFE. 


A CLOSE-FISTED COBBLER’S HIERS EAGER 
TO DIVIDE HIS ESTATE 


His Housekeeper Helds the Keys and Will 
Not Give Up Possession—Curious Scene 
m a South Sixth Street Shoe Shop—The 

_ Cobbler’s Stepdaughter, Emeline, of 
Comique Fame—Watches in Relays to 
Be Kept Up Until the Safe Is Opened. 


In a little shoe shop at No. 11 South Sixth 
street four men and a woman are watching a 
safe. Their eyes have been fettered on it for 
two days. They never let it get out ot their 
sight. They give it no exercise, 
and mutually agree that it must remain 
unmoved. The men would like to 
open the safe door, to peep inside, to turn 
over the yellowed papers and perhaps finger 
long concealed legal-tenders. The wom- 
an holds the key and persistently 
refuses to give it up. In 1 
little room back of the shop 
George Phillip Liebig died night before 
last. An ulcer killed him at 72 years of age. 
He had lived in the little room and the little 
shop for years, and St Louis had been his 
home since 1833. Seven children were born 
of his first wife, whoa died twenty-five 
years ago, and since that event none of his 


lute before the wife died, and after she 
was gone he indulged himself freely. 
He married a Mrs. Siegel, who 
danced in beer gardens, variety 


shows, etc., a creature of more leg than mor- 
als. She ha 
be remembered by the gilded youth of ten 
or twelve years ago. This daughter be- 
came well known dy reason of her 
beauty. She was for some time 
in charge of the Comique cigar stand, and 
later appeared upon that theater’s stage in 
tights. Her conquests of soft brains were 
many. She dauced farandoles in plethoric 
pocket-books. Occasionally she retired from 
the stage for a quiet life with a single lover. 
THE COBBLER LIEBIG 
became well-known in those days as the father 
‘of this Emeline, although his only 
relationship was through his mar- 
to the irl’s mother. Mrs. 
tired of is niggardness, and 
secured a divorce. Mrs. Elizabeth Walker 
became Liebig’s companion then without the 
formality of marriage. She lived wich him 
until the day of his death, and it is she 
who is now sitting with those men in 
that little shop, eyeing the unresponsive 
safe. She holds the keys. Liebis's seven 
children are all alive. They are George P., 
Henry, John, Jules, Lizzie, Mrs. John 
Hendrich and Mrs. F. T. Kleinsmith. 
They believe that their father left a large 
sum of money because in spite of his predilec- 
tion for illegitimate pleasures he secured in- 
duigence at the least possible cost on all oc- 
casions, and he was a very capable work- 
man. So rapid was he that though 
his work was of a superior kind he could earn 
twice and even thrice as much as the ordinary 
cobbler: He managed to make $7 or S a day 
without difficulty, and lived on less than 
$1. The woman was inexpensive, as she 
cooked his meals and cared for him generally. 
The children have always believed that their 
father had accumulated a fortune, and when 
they heard of his death immediately went to 
the shop.

THE DEMOCRATS GETTING READY“FOR A 
CAUCUS TO-MORROW NIGHT. 


John E. Mohan Instructed to Issue the Call 
—Patrick Monahan Kallies Eight Mem- 
bers to His Support — Newly Elected 
Members of the Council and House of 
Delegates Who Have Qualified — The 
Municipal Patronage—Interesting Local 
Political Gossip. . 


As stated in yesterday’s Posr-Disraron & 
caucus of Democratic members of the House 
of Delegates was held late yesterday after- 
noon in the office of Tom Wand’s livery sta- 
dle, Sixth and Kim streets. Those present 
were Messra. Patrick Monatian, Jos. Guion, 
Conrad Huber, John E. Mohan, EB.

—eight out of a total of sixteen 
Democrats in the House. After a 
brief discussion it was decided best to calla 
caucus of the Democrats for the nomination 
of officers of the House, and Mr. John . 
Mohan was instructed to jssue the call. 

This morning Mr. Mohan stated that the 
caucus would be called for to-morrow 
evening. The place of meeting had not 
been decided upon, but it will probably 
be the City Hall, in the chamber of 
the House of Delegates. The members will 
meet and talk the situation over, but the cau- 
cus proper, at which the nominations will be 
made may be postponed until next Monday 
evening. 

Speculations as to the relative strength 
of Bannerman and Monahan tor 
Speaker, has changed materially 
since yesterday. It was not expected 
that Wand and Monahan would be able 
to take a stand in favor of caucus 
nominations and their rally of eight members 
at their conference yesterday afternoon and 
the subsequent decision to calla caucus was a 
change of tactics which not only surprised, 
but had disconcerted the Bannerman sup- 
port, who are at a loss to account 
the sudden aggressiveness shown 
by the Monahan faction. If Monahan 


can hold in the caucus the votes of the mem- 
bers who attended the conference in Wand’s 
office, he is strong enough to dictate the nom- 
inations. The Democrats have sixteen votes 
inthe House, including John Clark, who, 
while a Democrat, was elected as an Inde- 
ndent in opposition tothe regular Demo- 
It isnot known that Clark 
will go-into the Democratic caucus. On the 
whole Monahan’s chances are looking better 
than they did a few days ago, and he will make 
a strong fight. 

For the chief clerkship, Dr. Hornsby, the 

resent incumbent, thinks he stands an excel- 
éntchance as a compromise candidate, but 
both Thomas Barrett and Jos. Judge will have 
a larger following than hein the Democratic

A Wealthy Lady Enters a Convent of 
Francescan Sisters.

New Tonk. April 18.—Miss Yolande De 
Comeau, wearied of her loneliness in this city 
and following the bent of her inclinations for 
many years, has sought a residence at the 
convent of the Francescan Sisters at Buffalo, 
N. T1. This step was taken that she might be 
able, without distraction, to devote herself to 
religious and charitable work. Her means 


are sufficient to enable her to live comfortably 
and to prosecute, in an humble way, the mis- 
sion which she has marked out for herself.

Old merchants will recall Louis De Comeau, 
the father of this lady. He was partner in the 
old importing house of De Rham & Co., and 
by many years of industry amassed an estate 
of $350,000, which he willed to his widow and 
three daughters. He had three sons through 
whom he wanted to perpetuate his busineas, 
but they struck out for themselves and he cut 
them off. They contested the will. Pending 
the contest the widow died, leaving every- 
thing to the daughters. The suit was com- 

romised, the sons taking $100,000. Then the 

aughters divided what was left, which 
amounted to about $75,000 each, after all ex- 
penses were paid. 

Fora — time before the mother’s death, 
Miss Yolande was the only one of the children 
at home. Having always felt that she was 
called to religious work, she entered a con- 
vent in her youth, but was persuaded that her 
duty was to return home and stay there while 
her parents lived.

PRAIRIE FIBRES, 


Ground Burned Over for Miles—Heavy Loss 
of Life. 


LINCOLN, Neb., April 13.—Along the branch 
line of the Burlington & Missouri Railroad a 
large number of settiers have lost their all by 
the prairie fires. Railroad men say for miles 
every foot of ground is burned over. In Sheri- 
dan and Gove Counties the fires have raged 
almost as fiercely, and in one settlement four 
lives were lost. A report reached the telegraph 
station through a man who traveled thirty miles 


and he said that in the fire tract not one house 
in three remained unscathed. Across the line 
in Nebraska the Beaver bottom has been on 
fire for two days. A large force of ruilroad 
raders on a line being built in Southern | 
urnas County, were surrounded in camp b 
the fire and escape was made only throug 
the greatest efforts, the men leaving their | 
tents clothes and everything hind 
at the mercy of the flames. One man 
was so seriously burned that he can- 
not recover. A special telegram to this 
city from an official of the road in that vicin- 
ity estimates that at least a dozen lives have 
been lost in the two days’ fire. Railroad 
officials here are very reticent as to the dam- 
age incurred, but among the homesteaders 
and settlers in Northwestern Kansas it must 
be very great. A part of the town of Norca- 
tier, that was burned lu a high wind, was re- 
ported to heve been burned by the inroads of 
rairie fire, but later advices say the fire 
251 nated in the village.

SLEEPING-CAR COMPANIES LIABLE FOR 
MONEY LEFT IN A BERTH. 


Another Decision Upon a Vexed Question 
of Interest to Travelers—The Referee’s 
Repert In the Owen Case—Matters in 
Probate To-Day—Judge Barclay’s De- 

ion of the Hall Divorce

Suit. 


Judge Barclay to-day rendered a decision 
overruling the motion for new trial entered in 
the suit of Root against the Now York Central 
Sleeping-Car Company. This matter involved 
the vexed question of the responsibility of a 
sleeping-car company for the loss of a pas- 
senger’s valuables. The jury found that Mr. 
Root’s loss of a sum of money while a passen- 
ger on the car arose from the failure of the 
company’s employes to exercise ordinary care 
forthe protection of the passenger’s prop- 
erty. The company claimed that it was the 
passenger’s duty to look after his property 
‘‘after the rising hour;’’ and the duty ofthe 
company towards passengers in the matter of 
protecting them against theft ends when the 
passenger awakes in the morning. From that 
time on it was contended that no greater duty 
rests upon the sleeping- car company than that 
upon a railway company in respect to its pas- 
sengers in day coaches. 

In thiscase it was shown that the money 
was stolen from the berth while the passenger 
was in the wash-room making bis toilet. 
He bad left his vest in the berth. The jury 
found that there was no negligence on the 
passenger’s part under the circumstances, but 
a failure of ordinary care on the part of the 
company’s servants. Judge Barclay gays: 
„Sleeping - car companies are not insurers of 
the safety of valuables that passengers may 
re or of the passenger’s money or 


Sopetty. but by the very nature of their 
Beal ngs with the public tney are to be con- 
sidered as giving an assurance to those who 
patronize them that wulle the passengers are 
asleep the company will exercise such ordin- 
ary care as the circumstances appear to re- 
quire to proven the passengers against 
thefts. does this duty end 
whem the passanger awakes. It certainly 
includes the exercise of similar care on the 
company’s part until the passenger has fully 
dressed and availed himself of 6 toilet con- 
venierces, the use of which is part of the con- 
sideration or agreement between the company 
and the passenger. 

& loss occurring while the passenger is 
availing himself of the privileges of the wash- 
room isto be regarded as not exempt from 
the rule of the care that would apply while 
the passenger occupied his berth. The jury 
found that the passenger did not omit ordin- 
ary care under the circumstances and the 
Court does not feel warranted in disturbing 
the verdict.’’

She men- 
tioned her voice, manners, knowledge of 
music, pleasing ways onthe stage, etc., etc., 
but she said * about herself socially and 
commercially. She is the one prima donna who 
never kicks. The reason may be that she 
never has to, because she gets all she wants, 
but it 18 a fact. She is pleasant 
to her managers and their agents, to 
her attendents and to the members 
ofthe company. She is even jolly and has a 
all- fellow-weil-met manner which is taking. 
As longas one expresses proper admiration 
for Patti one is absolutely sure of excellent 
treatment. On the road she is the same way. 
She hasa special car always and makes a 
home of it, having a piano abvard 
for music’s sake. Frequently she invites 
friends to travel some distance with 
her and dispenses hospitality with the 
same lavish hand as at her Welch castle. 
Every acquaintance on the train is welcome to 
drop in tot chat and when in humor for it 
she sihgs baliads and negro melodies in the 
olliest kind of way. She is a pretty good 

and at cards and whiles away time at them 
when she is not petting her dogs or her par- 
rots. Asevery one knows, Nicoliniis a crank 
on billiards and Patti herself is clever with 
the cue and is en rapport with her husband. 
The first thing Nicolinidoes when he reaches 
a strange city is to send his man out to find 
the best billiard hall in the place. While he 
was in st. Louis he spent most of his 
time with Schaefer Art fancy shots, 
and he gave the billiardist a diamond pin asa 
mark of esteem when he left. But to Patti. 
She has two invariable rules; her car must be 
up next the baggage car for safety and ease in 
running and freedom from interruption, and 
she must neyer be disturbed inthe morning 
until do clock. No matter at what time the 
train may reach its destination, she keeps to 
her coach until this hour. She has an idea 
that the early morning air before the sun is 
well up is not healthy and is conducive to cold 
and throat tronbies. . Immediately on arising, 
she is served with soup or some simple viand 
and coffee and she is ready for the day. This 
is Patti’s life on the road.

From one of the pleasantest of the great 
singers to one of the crossest is a longstep. If 
the question were put to railroad employes, 
managers and opera companies as to who is 
the worst-tempered prima donna in the world, 
there is little doubt that Mme. uinnie Hauk 
would receive an overwhelming majority of 
votes. The ‘‘Carmen’’ of the stage is the 
virago off it, and she makesthings hum when 
she is traveling. Nothing ever was known to 
suit her, and if the best accommodations and 
the finest service and meais were given her, 
she would find something wrong at which to 
grumble. She keeps her managers and attend- 
antsin constant hot water and poor Warteg 
her husband, nearly worried to death. She 
always insists on getting the drawing-room of 
the sleeper and generally shuts herself up in 
it, and only comes out to growl.

One day she took a notion to wash 
up her own and her daughter’s stockings 
and did it in the toilet-room, which she turned 
into alaundry for the time, and then hung 
the wet hose out of the windows to dry. The 
coach looked like a traveling wash-house as it 
went sailing along with the parti-colored 
stockings of a famous prima donna flapping 
in the breeze. Once, when Mme. Hauk was 
traveling to the Oincinnati festival it was 
found that a car she was in wouldn’t go 
through «tunnel, and another car had to be 
taken. Another member of the company had 
the drawing-room of the other car and 
Mme. Hauk said she would not change 
unless she could take the drawing- 
room. The run was for only twenty 
miles, but the singer was inexorable. 
She said she would not move. Expostulation 
and entre were in vain. Finally the con- 
ductor pulled out his watch and remarked 
that he had only three minutes to spare, 
and at the end of that time the 
car would de cut off and side- 
tracked, and Mme. Hauk could take her 
choice and etay on the side track or go on to 
Cincinnati in another car.

DAN JEWELL THINKS HIS FATE WAS AR- 
RANGED Ar His BIRTH. 
Al 


A Curious Talk With the Negro Murderer 
Who Is to Be Hanged on Friday Morn- 
ing Next—The Death-Watch Begur— 
What Jewell Thinks of the Consolations 
of Religion—Ready to Die—A Private 


Execution. , 


At 6o0’clock this morning the sheriff took 
formal charge of Dan. Jewell the condemned 
negro who is to be hanged Friday tor the mur- 
der of his wife. Capt, Guibar was the first 
deputy to go on the death watch and remained 
with Jewell from 6 o’clock in the morning un- 
tilnoon. Deputy Tim Scully then relieved 
the captain and kept vigil with Jewell until 6 
o’clock this evening .and to-night Deputies 
Hart and Hodnett will be on 
duty with him. The doomed man 
joined the Roman Catholic Church some time 
ago, and is visited regularly by Rev. Father 
Tihan andéhe Sisters ot Mercy. The sides of 
his.cell are ornamented with religious pict- 
ures which are framed with small pieces of 
rolled paper, after thétyle so much in vogue 
among prisoners. Nearly all these pictures 
are inscribed by him, His Holiness Pope 
Pius the IX., Holy Virgin Mary, etc. 
He has become thoroughly imbued with his 
chosen religion, and appears to be thoroughly 
resigned to dle. 

There is not a prisoner in the jail whois 
more serupulously neat and clean in his per- 
son and attire than Jewell. He always looks 
well dressed although his clothes are not of 
the finest. He is a rather good looking young 
negro of alight brown color and below the 
medium height.

F JOSEPH SPECHT, President, 


I want to tell you in few words how I got rid of 
the nightmare of my life.
